At the February meeting of the 
Vulcan town council, first reading 
was given to a by-law which, if 
approved by provincial authorities, 
will result in a significant reduc¬ 
tion in water rates, particularly 

for those who during the summer 
months use large quantifies of 

water on lawns and gardens. 

The new rate structure, based on 
water usage ih a two-month 
period, is: $7.50 for the first 4,000 
gallons, $1.00 per thousand for 

each of the next 6,000 gallons used, 
and 50 cents per thousand for 

water used over the 10,000 gallons 
in a two-month period. 

Present rates are $7.50 for the 
first 4M gallons (unchanged). $1.10 
per thousand for the next 6M and 
80 cents per thousand over the 
10M figure, so the reduction 
amounts to 10 cents per M for 
6,000 gallons and 30 cents per M 
aver the 10,000 mark. 

The by-law new goes to the 
Local Authorities Board at Edmon¬ 
ton. If it is approved, it must then 
pass second and third readings in 
council before becoming effective. 

As a result of talks between 
waterworks chairman J. V. Christ¬ 
ensen and Calgary Power Ltd. a 
new contract has been signed for 
electric power used at the pump¬ 
ing station on the Little Bow and 
at the water treatment plant nnd 
it is expected that the new ar¬ 
rangement • will save the town 
about $700 per year in power costs. 

Natural gas rates in Vulcan are 
the second highest in the province 
and this matter was discussed with 
John Fisher, Lethbridge district 
manager for the Canadian Western 
Natural Gas Co., at the council 
meeting. Further information is 
to be secured by Mr. Fisher and 
he will meet again with council. 

Plans were submitted by the 
CPR for the installation of flash¬ 
ing light warning signals at the 
inilroad crossing between the high¬ 


way and town and were approved 
by town council. The town Is to 
pay 12% % (about $1,500) of the 
installation cost and one-half 
'about $250) of the maintenance 
cost each year.

W. E. Howell,, a resident of Ar¬ 
mada for over 40 years passed 
away at Tittensor, Stoke-on-Trent, 
England on Feb. 8. at the age of 
82 years. 

Born at Etruria, N, Staffs, Eng¬ 
land, he emigrated to B.C. in 1904 
where he was a blacksmith and 
coal miner, later homesteading in 
the Reid Hill district, close to 
Snake Valley as it was known then, 
better known now as Lake Mc¬ 
Gregor. In 1917 he bought and 
operated the Armada General 
Store and Post Office and in later 
years had farming interests. After 
his wife passed away he retired to 
England where he spent the re¬ 
maining time, with exception of a 
few months spent on a visit back 
to Armada in 1953.

He served on the 
Armada School Board and later 
was n trustee of the Taber School 
Division and also served on the 
Armada Hall Board. He was a 
member of Lomond Pyramid 
Lodge, A.F. A.M.

Expert Explains Intricacies Of Farm Incorporation

When should a farmer incorpor¬ 
ate his farm? 

Dr. Glen Purnell, Director of 
Alberta's Farm Economics Branch, 
estimates that a farmer should 
have a capital investment of about 
$100,000 and a net income of at 
least $10,000 a year before he 
considers forming a company. 

Dr. Purnell also points out that 
incorporation is not a magic for¬ 
mula for making profits and sav¬ 
ing taxes. He says every farm 
family should discuss with their 
lawyer and accountant the pros 
and cons of incorporating before 
making a decision. 

Among the advantages of incor¬ 
porating a farm, probably the one 
most often cited is the limited 
liability. This normally means that 
the shareholder can lose only the 
money he has invested in the 
company. Actually this is of 
“limited” value in a farm com¬ 
pany because l h e shareholder 
usually has all his assets in it. 
Also, creditors often ask for a 
personal endorsement from the 
directors on loans which means 
that their other assets could be 
taken to cover it if the company 
defaulted in its payment. 

The perpetual existence of a 
company, until it is dissolved by 
the directors, makes it possible for 
the farm business to continue 
operating smoothly in spite of 
ownership changes resulting from 
the death of a shareholder. 

A company can often obtain 
credit easier than an individual 
because of its perpetual existence. 
This factor also means that loans 
can be spread over a longer period. 

A substantial tax saving can 
often be achieved by incorporating, 
providing the taxable income is 
over $10,000 per year. The first 
$35,000 of profit is taxed at 21 
percent after which the tax in¬ 
creases to 50 percent. An indivi¬ 
dual’s income tax increases much 
quicker and reaches 50 percent 
after $25,000 profit. Certain ex¬ 
penses can be included in a com¬ 
pany profit and loss statement 
which cannot be included in a 
partnersmp fiT' individual Income 
tax statement. 

The owner of shares in a farm 
company can transfer these to 
his son or anyone else much 
more easily than he could trans¬ 
fer the same value of land or 
buildings. Similarly, it is easier to 
divide a number of shares between 
the beneficiaries of a deceased 
shareholder than to sell or divide 
the farm. 

Incorporating often improves the 
farm management because the pro¬ 
cedure connected with incorpora¬ 
tion and the necessity of sub¬ 
mitting annual statements lo the 
Companies Branch and the cor¬ 
poration directors encourage care¬ 
ful accounting and a business like 
approach. 

The main disadvantages of form¬ 


ing a company are as follows: 

The initial cost including 
lawyer’s and accountant’s fees can 
vary from about $300 to well over 
$1,000 for some family-sized farms. 

Besides the red tape involved in 
forming a company, legal require¬ 
ments and records must be at¬ 
tended to every year. 

If the shareholders want to dis¬ 


band the company, the legal 
formalities are very similar to 
those required to form it, 

A shareholder, in a private com¬ 
pany, cannol dispose of his shares 
without the consent of the 
directors. In addition, a minority 
shareholder might have difficulty 
finding someone interested in buy¬ 
ing his shares. 

Allhough companies have a lax 


advantage under the present lax 
schedule, these tax relationships 
could change as government laws 
and regulations change. 

Dr. Purnell advises farmers to 
evaluate the potential benefits of 
forming a company in the light of 
(heir individual circumstances. A 
good time to do this is when in¬ 
come* tax statements are being 
made out.

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Cars May Be Cheaper—By 1968 

Speculation about the trend of car prices in Can¬ 
ada and rumors of price drops soon are obscuring 
the real purposes of the new Canada-U.S. agreement 
on auto and auto parts production and could tem¬ 
porarily upset the car sales picture here, writes David 
Craine in The Financial Post. Although the 17% to 
25% tariff on autos and auto parts from the U.S. 
was dropped at the beginning of the week, there is 
. to be no drop in the price of North American autos in 
Canada — not even those imported fully assembled 
from the U.S. — for some time to come, auto industry 
officials advise FP. 

In fact, don’t look for any real action on prices 
until 1968, the year the effects of the plan should 
first be felt. The U.S. auto companies, through their 
Canadian subsidiaries, expect to use the money saved 
on the tariff — about $50 million annually — by 
channeling it into new facilities in Canada. This is 
one of the sweeteners the Canadian government used 
to get necessary auto company commitments to sup¬ 
port the plan. The Canadian government has, in care¬ 
fully worded statements, suggested that price drops 
are highly unlikely in the next two or three years 
while maintaining that after that Canadian and U.S. 
auto prices should move closer together.
